No one knows the average cost of producing food 
on Canadian farms but Canada goes ahead with food 
price controls and compulsory marketing schemes as if 
those who are given power over producers and their 
neighbors, knew what they were doing. ■ 

The best informed economists havg not sufficient 
facts for sound cost conclusions. The best estimates of 
farm costs are a rough guess, too rough for arbitrary 
and compulsory regulations by which producers are 
pushed around like chess men. 

Before Canadians go aiiy further with compulsory 
schemes based on guess-work, the governments which 
use their democratic powers to create autocratic com- 
missions should find out by actual test what food pro- 
duction costs are in each of the various regions of Can- 
ada. 

, Alongside every experimental farm devoted to 
scientific research, a farm devoted to economic research 
should be operated by the government All of the regu- 
lations applied to workers by bodies to which the gov- 
ernments have given power, should apply to ail of the 
workers on an economic research farm. 
. The management and office staff of such a farm 
should work the civil service 3 6 "4-hour week and enjoy 
all the privileges of civil servants. The other farm 
workers should work a 40-hour week with time-and-a- 
half for overtime after eight hours work in any day, 
and double time for work done on unscheduled working 
days such at Saturdays, Sundays and statutory holidays. 
The 361/o-hour week workers should have the customary 
three weeks' civil service holiday with pay in which to 
recover from the almost unbearable strain of their 
duties. The 40-hour week farm workers, for whom the 
strain of work is relieved by physical labor, might be 
given two weeks' holidays with pay until such time as 
the scientific and economic researchers could establish 
tho perfect holiday period for these people. All the 
conveniences and recreational activities provided for 
urban workers should be provided for farm workers. 
The costs established by the economic research 
farms should bo published regularly for the benefit of 
the consuming public who might be brought to realize 
that the cost of producing food under wage and work- 
ing conditions comparable to their own is about twice 
present prices. During the course of the experiments 
all Canadian farmers should be freed from all restric- 
tions and regulations except those affecting health and 
tho grading of products for the identification of qual- 
ity, y 

While the facts regarding tho cost of food produc- 
tion under urban working conditions were being estab- 
lished, uncontrolled farm people might work 60 or 84 
hours a week as their work now requires, thus securing 
sufficient returns to keep them producing. As prices 
rose some of them might do well. Such conditions 
might attract more industrious people to agriculture 
thus, ultimately, reducing the cost of food as production 
costs were lowered by better methods and tho use of 
better equipment. 
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It's Up To The Consumers 

NTcwmurket must reduce its power consumption by 
20 percent. That is the order of the Ontario Hydro 
Electric Commission, mndo neccsaury by tho neuto 
shortage of power throughout the province. Tho saving 
can bo accomplished in two ways, by voluntary action 
on the part of ovory householder, morchant ami in- 
dustry, or by simply pulling a switch and shutting orf 
power until tho saving is cf footed.

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gauze, known as tiffany, was in 
evidence. Borders, too, appeared, 
and the alphabetical decoration 
was much elaborated, with texts 
and verses not found in the earl- 
ier specimens—some were com- 
posed entirely of the Lord's 
Prayer, the Ten Commandments, 
or even whole chapters of the 
Bible. Much of the serious senti- 
ment then appearing probably 
was owing to the religious fer- 
vor which was sweeping Eng- 
land. Along about 1725 pictor- 
ial effects came into general- use, 
such as domestic scenes, frees, 

flowers In pots, birds, genealogi- 
cal records, often with a land- 
scape at the lower end or across 
the middle. Some designs 1 Were 
historic and delightfully depict 
incidents of the period. - This art 

at this time developed into, an 
industry, and to teach the alpha- 
bet and stitchery became a part 
of the curriculum in the schools 
for young ladies, where young 

imaginations, assisted by clever- 
fingers, soon became adept with 
canvas and needle. At the bot- 
tom they proudly worked their 

names, with age and date, and

Of long lineage is the cult of

Creasy, has a background of ycl- 
tow and is made very interesting 
by baying bright colors of the 
embroidery at the top and a sec- 
tion of the cutwork at the bot- 
tom While Mary Postle, in 1747, 
produced one of the "early 
bordered samplers, a very orna- 
mental Iwrdor surrounds a com- 
paratively insignificant centre, 
A sampler that is outstanding 
because of its graceful pro- 
portioning of parts and its har- 
monious color arrangement, is 
one worked in 1775 by Catliriric 
Tweedall who later became the 
grandmother of John ' Kuskin; It 
also bears (lie name of Jean 

Hoss, a sister of the Arctic ex- 
plorer. 

Salem Exhibit 

Exhibited in Salem, MassaehU' 
sets, is a sampler worked by 
Anno Gowcr. This must have 
been brought from England for 
she married Governor Endicotl 
before coming to America. An- 
other was wrought by Lora 
Stniulish, daughter of Miles 
Stantlish, and Is in Pilgrim's 
Hall, Plymouth. The earliest 
dated American sampler hears 
the names of Miles and Abigail 
Fletwood, 1054. Here is the in- 
scription: 

"In prosperity friends will be 
plenty, 

Hut- in adversity not one hi 
twenty." 

This is unusual In that it bears 
the names of both husband and 
wife. This Is thought to have 
reference to reverses of Miles 
Kletwood and his relationship to 
Cromwell. 

Another famous American 
sampler has embroidered upon 
it Kobert Hums' Grace Hcfore 
Meat. 

"Some men have meat who can- 
not eat, 

And some have none who need 

it, 
But we have meat and we can 

eat

With the coming of the Eng- 
lish to America was brought the 
sampler and its art. One can 
but try to visualize the faraway 
gleam in the ayva of the colonial 
woman, when with letters 
months apart and neighbors 
scattered, sho turned to the pre- 
ciously hoarded products of the 
clearing and the loom to wcivo 
into her sampler dreams that 
were both nostalgic and tendor. 

In a tenderly pathetic descrip- 
tion Miss Mitford tells of the 
decadence of the sampler in n 
sketch, Lucy, In Our Village, It 
Is not probable . ihut ever again 
the sampler will be used to 
leach the young Idea, and the 
passing of the years will relegnto 
them but more definitely Into 
the category of antique interest, 
but all history is not found In 
bonks, nor does nil romance lie 
between the pnges of fiction.

VA €«ns water- H Cup.- sugar 

M Cup lemon juice - 

Remove rind and seeds from 
cantaloupe and force pulp 
through colander. Make a syrup 
of the water and sugar and sim- 
mer five minutes- Cool. Add 
the cantaloupe pulp and juice 
and the lemon juice. Freeze in 
an automatic refrigerator tray, 
stirring occasionally. 



Crush grapes in a saucepan 
with fork.
